PRUSSIANISM IN INDUSTRIAL WORLD.

To be Fought with “Whole Nation’s Might. 


¥ . London, February 11. 

* ‘The Premier, continuing his speech in the House of Commons, 
declared that he did not fear unemployment if they acted rationally. 
There were great arrears in shipbuilding and railway construction 
and in the textile, furniture and building trades to. be made up. 
Consequently, there was no danger of unemployment, provided, 

, confidence wag given to those responsible for re-starting the 

‘wheels of industry. Furthermore, absence of confidence breeds 

‘upheavals, which create, aggravate ‘and perpetuate unemployment. 

RE Tf the cost of production goes so high that the purchasing capacity 

of the community is reduced, or we are thrown out from the world’s 

markets, disastrous unemployment must ensue, and both 

will happen "if the cost of production is too high. 

Therefore one trade cannot be considered without reference to the 

remainder. For instance a great increase in the price of coal might 
destroy our chance of restarting industries. : 

Proceeding, the Premier elaborated the argument that increased 

osts are inevitably passed on to another industry, eventually reach- 
ing a stage where an industry is crushed, spelling unemployment 
for someone. Every section of the community should remember 
this when making new demands. Reducing hours while maintain- 
i ages was one way of making unemployment. (Cheers and 
cries OY dissent). ; ; 

’ The Premier said increased prices diminished on the in- 
dividual’s purchasing capacity while adiminished purchasingcapacity 
would create unemployment and destroy our Overseas trade upon 
which the country was more dependent than any other country in the 
world. Bolshevist Russia had fittingly illustrated this. Workers 
there were earning sumptuous wages and seemed at last to be 
coming inté their own, but when 2 workmat took a fiver to a shop 
he could not buy what 18d. bought in Great Britain. 

Mr. Lloyd George stated that the Government were already 
taking gigantic steps to prepare a housing programme, ordering 
material on the largest scale, thus providing employment. The 
development of ways and communications, afforestation and land 
settlement would do likewise, while enriching the country. He 
deprecated the recent attempts to undermine confidence in Trade” 
Uoionism, causing indiscipline and making collective bargaining 


fiex®essible. That way anarchy lay, which was the goal these men 


desired. Any demands advanced with a view to removing legitimate 
grievances the Government would examine carefully,, but as to 
demands pressed with ulterior motives to hold up the community, 
overthrow existing order, or destroy good government, aid relying 
on brute force, he would say, on behalf of the Government, with all 
solemnity, that they were determined to fight Prussianism in the 
industrial world exactly as they fought it on the Continent, namely, 
swith the whole might of the nation.—{Interruption). .

IRON AND COAL FIELDS 
~-" OF HUNAN, 


The following is an abstract | O2 


“from the paper on “Some Iron 
and Coal Fields of Hunan” which 


‘was read by Mr. Wang Chung-yr; 


at the meeting of 
Engineering Society of China 
recently. Mr. Wang is a Can- 
tonesa, formerly Commissioner of 
Industry at Canton. On January 
t 1918, a paper was read before 
the Engineering Society of China 
by Mr. Wang Chung-yu on the 
Tron and Coal fields of An Hwa, 
Sin. Hwa, ‘and “Pao Ching 
districts, Hunan, in which -ha 
describes the geological f formation 
and the method of working the 
various mines in these districts 
which latter were visited by him 
during the course of a tour. Al- 
together some eight mines were 
described in considerable detail 
and figures of cast of production, 
according to the present crude 
methods of obtaining the iron 
from the ore, were given. The 
deposits at three of the mines are 
very limited in extent, and the 
ore. though self -fluxing, ig poor 
and ‘erratic in” its “percentage 
contents. The “other deposits 
are of similar origin to the 
latter and belong to a well- 
known type found in the Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania dis- 
tricts of the United States, and
